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H ACKNEY has been 
crowned the best 
borough in London 
for transport. 

The Council won the 
top prize at the London 
Transport Awards in 
recognition of its work to 
boost green travel 
through investment in 
cycling, walking, public 
transport and road safety. 

A judging panel of 
industry experts felt 
Hackney was now 
leading the rest of 
London in sustainable 
transport. The award 
comes after six years of 


investment by the 
Council to improve 
transport links and traffic 
flow, upgrade road 
surfaces, and promote 
safe and eco-friendly 
travel. 

As a result, the borough 
is ranked number one in 
the UK for growth in 
cycling. Hackney also 
now has over 70 schools 
with a travel plan to help 
reduce school run 
congestion, and has seen 
a 75 per cent increase in 
the number of Council 
staff walking, cycling or 
using public transport to 
get to work. 

On the important issue 
of road safety, the 
Council met all its 2010 
accident reduction 


he way 


on all its roads. 

It has also secured 
better transport links - 
culmination of a 
four year campaign led 
by Mayor Jules Pipe - 
with improvements to 
the East and North 
London lines 
underway, including 
building four new 
stations in Dalston, 
Haggerston, Hoxton and 
Shoreditch and more 
frequent trains by 2012. 

The Council was also 
commended in the 
Cycling Improvements 
category at the awards 
ceremony on 17 
March. 

Cllr Alan Laing, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, 


said: “This award is 
recognition of the 
commitment of Hackney 
Council to working with 
residents to improve our 
streets for everyone. 

“The Council’s 
investment in walking 
and cycling networks, 
road safety schemes and 
street improvements is 
paying off with more 
residents cycling than 
anywhere else in London 
improvements to the 
walking environment, 
reducing the number of 
children being driven to 
school and a reduction in 
road accidents. 

“All in all, Hackney can 
be proud that we are 
leading the way in 
London.”

ONE of the borough’s major regeneration schemes entered 
a new phase this month as construction work began at 
Woodberry Down. 

Building began on 1 1 7 new, social rented homes that will 
be used to re-house residents that currently live in the next 
phase of old housing stock due to be demolished. 

These will be large, spacious new homes, above the 
nationally-recognised Parker Morris standards, and mark a 
crucial step in the first phase of a 20 year regeneration of 
the estate, which in total will build more than 4,500 homes. 

The whole project will be a sustainable development, 
with at least 1 0 per cent of the scheme’s power and heat 
needs coming from renewable sources, whilst transport 
initiatives, high energy efficiency building specifications, 
and a network of combined heat and power energy centres 
will all contribute to reducing carbon emissions. 

We are also using the re-development as a chance to 
develop training 
opportunities for 
residents, for example by 
providing free Woodberry 
Works courses that help 
local people get 
qualifications and 
experience in the 
construction industry. 

More than just bricks 
and mortar, the scheme 
is about creating a real community with a new secondary 
school, Children’s Centre, refurbished and extended 
primary school, new Health Centre and Community Centre 
all planned for the site. 

Woodberry Down is one of our most long-term projects, 
with the last phase of the development not scheduled for 
completion until 2027. 

Nevertheless, this first wave of 1 1 7 new homes is an 
important milestone towards the creation of the kind of 
neighbourhood our residents want and deserve.

Woodberry Down is one 
of London’s most high- 
profile regeneration projects, 
and is set to provide more 
than 4,500 new homes over 
20 years. 

The scheme has been 
recognised by the 
Government as a ‘National 
Demonstration Project for 
the Mixed Communities 
Initiative’, which identifies 
schemes for other local 
authorities to learn from.

Don’t suffer in silence 

HELP is at hand for people 
experiencing domestic 
violence or hate crimes. 

Residents can get 
confidential advice and 
counselling at surgeries run 
by the Council’s domestic 
violence and hate crime 
team. The drop-in sessions 
offer help with any kind of 
harassment, violence or 
abuse based on somebody’s 
sexuality, gender, ethnic origin, colour, race, religion or 
nationality. 

Research suggests that one in four women experiences 
domestic violence in her life. It can take the form of physical, 
sexual or psychological abuse. Hate crime may not involve 
violence - it can include anything from verbal abuse to 
offensive material through the letter box, to harassment and 
nuisance behaviour such as door knocking and noise. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“This kind of behaviour is a criminal offence, but too many of 
these crimes go unreported. Nobody should have to suffer in 
silence. The surgeries provide a safe, non-judgemental place 
where people will be heard in absolute confidence and 
helped to regain control over their life.” 

No action is taken unless the individual agrees. Sessions are 
open to anybody living, working or studying in Hackney and 
can cater for different languages. Surgeries are held twice a 
month at neighbourhood offices in Homerton, Stoke 
Newington, Stamford Hill, Queensbridge and Shoreditch. You 
can make an appointment through your housing manager or 
simply turn up. For more information call: 0800 056 0905.

E ye-catching 

designs for the 2012 
media centres due to 
be built in Hackney 
Wick have been unveiled. 

The buildings will be a 
hub for around 20,000 
journalists reporting the 
action for the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games to a 
global audience of around 
four billion. 


After the Games, the 
centres will provide 900,000 
square feet of permanent 
business space with the 
potential to create 
thousands of new jobs. 

The Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA) has 
submitted a planning 
application for the 
International Broadcast 
Centre and Main Press 
Centre (IBC/MPC), which 
incorporates demanding 
green standards for the 
legacy buildings. Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: 


“We are pleased the 
IBC/MPC will provide vital 
employment space in 
Hackney Wick after the 
Games. The Council’s aim is 
for the new business space 
to allow for the expansion 
of digital, media and 
creative industries that are 
thriving in East London.

Not just the bare minimum 

A CAMPAIGN to raise awareness of the increased National 
Minimum Wage has reached thousands of Hackney 
residents. 

A roadshow at Ridley Road Market last month attracted 
nearly 3,000 people, while Hackney’s Deputy Mayor, Cllr 
Karen Alcock, as well as Cllrs Guy Nicholson and Linda 
Smith, attended to support the campaign. 

Cllr Alcock said: “I am pleased that so many residents found 
out about the National Minimum Wage at the roadshow. It is 
a national standard of employment rights, and staff and 
employers should find out more about the new, increased 
rates if they haven’t already done so.” 

Information on the National Minimum Wage is available at 
leisure centres, libraries, police stations and Council 
reception areas. A borough-wide poster campaign to draw 
attention to the issue is being run jointly by the Council and 
Team Hackney, the local strategic partnership. 

The National Minimum Wage is £5.73 per hour for workers 
aged 22 and over, £4.77 for 1 8 to 21 -year-olds, and £3.53 
for those aged 16 and 17.

A creative 
home for 
UK talent

^MHLATRE designer Loma 
I Ritchie moved to Hackney in 
I 2004 and has felt at home 
I here ever since. 

“It was a comforting place to 
be,” she explains. “I didn’t get that 
scary London feeling.” 

She lives next door to Dalston’s 
Areola Theatre and late last year 
designed the set and costumes for its 
production of The Ballad of Crazy 
Paola, a short but intense dissection 
of a disastrous youthful relationship. 


It wasn’t the first time Lorna has 
worked for the Areola, having got to 
know the venue as a costume 
designer for its Ibsen season in 2008. 

Hackney’s a long way from 
Scotland, where she grew up and 
studied, gaining a Masters degree in 
fine art from Edinburgh University. 
“It felt quite small,” she says. 

Lorna spent her first two years in 
London studying set and costume 
design at the Royal Academy of 


Dramatic Art (RADA). She also 
found that living in Hackney had 
many benefits. “Living here, I met 
lots of people doing creative stuff, 
similar to what I was doing,” she 
explains. “There was a lack of 
pressure and enough space to do my 
work.” 

Lorna’s been working as a 
freelance designer for four years, and 
has picked up some prestigious 
confirmation that her work will take 
her places. She was one of two new 
graduates selected by the Royal 
Shakespeare Company (RSC) to 
spend a year working between 
London and Stratford-Upon-Avon. 
She was also a finalist in the 2007 
Linbury Biennial Prize for Set 
Design, reaching the last 12 out of 
90 entries. 

But Hackney has been a constant 
part of her adult life, and she enjoys 
the way that it feels like a city in its 
own right. “I barely leave this 
postcode district,” she muses. 

The borough’s open 
spaces were a lifesaver 
for Lorna. “I used to 
live in Homerton, 
which felt quite barren 
and empty, you could 
get some proper 
fresh air.” ^ 

She was also seduced by ^ 
the food on offer, citing a 
Turkish restaurant in 
Kingsland Road as her 
favourite. “It is decked out 
like a Flintstones set, with 
tables like a petrified 
forest and stumps to sit 
on,” she elaborates, 
with a designer’s 
enthusiasm, and the 
confidence of someone 
who knows an area 
well enough to call 
it home.

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I have an old CD player that I would like to get 
rid of. I’ve noticed a label on it indicating it can’t 
be thrown away. What should I do? 



A: Working electrical items can be 
donated to a charity shop or taken to 
one of the Council's Give or Take 
events, where they will be tested by 
an electrician and offered to other 
, people for reuse. Alternatively, list 
them on Freecycle, an online 
network where unwanted goods can be advertised and 
collected. Visit: www.groups.yahoo.com/group/ 
hackney_freecycle. If the item is broken, Recycle Now has a 
postcode locator to help people find their nearest drop-off point 
for electrical waste: www.dontbinitbringit.org 
Residents can also take advantage of free collections by the 
Council’s bulky waste service. People can arrange for up to five 
large items to be picked up each visit, and can request four 
collections a year. Fridges, washing machines, TVs and 
computers can be collected. (A bag of small electrical appliances 
would be considered as a single item.)

The Growing Communities organic box 
scheme, based in Stoke Newington, 
specialises in salad bags, which start life in 
plots of land in the heart of Hackney. 

The community-led project has teamed 
up with organic store Mother Earth, which 


has branches at Albion Road, N16, and 
Newington Green Road, Nl. The produce 
is dropped off every Wednesday by Maisie, 
Growing Communities’ eye-catching cow 
milk-float, or by bike trailer. 

Scheme co-ordinator, Nicki East, said: 
“By working with Mother Earth we’re 
enabling more people to access the 
seasonal, organic fruit and vegetables we 


supply. Last year 80 per cent of our 
vegetables came from local organic 
producers, and picking up your bags from 
a local shop - instead of having them 
delivered, cuts down on the number of cars 
and vans on our streets.” 

Growing Communities already has 
established pick-up points at Pogo’s Cafe in 
Clarence Road, E5, the Pavilion Cafe in 


Victoria Park, Stoke Newington Old Fire 
Station, Hackney City Farm, E2 and 
Chat’s Palace, E9.

NEW wildlife habitats are 
set to be created as part of 
the 2012 Olympic Park. 

The planned 45 hectares 


of diverse parklands and 
conservation areas will 
provide habitats for a vast 
array of birds, insects and 
animals. 

The Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA) laid out 


its aims in its Biodiversity 
Action Plan, which 
includes a commitment to 
construct 525 bird boxes 
and 150 bat boxes in 
venues, buildings and 
bridges in the park. 


Plans for developing the Olympic Park include creating: 


• 1 .8 hectares of reed beds for roosting and 
breeding birds, otters and voles 


4,000 m2 of ‘living roof space for birds 
and rare insects 


• 3 hectares of grassland for invertebrates, 
flower beetles, ground bugs and bees 


4 new ponds - two of which will be designed 
for breeding amphibians 


regenerate local 
waterway habitats with a 
programme of invasive 
species control, bank 
remodelling and the creation 
of aquatic vegetation and 
bankside habitats, including 
nesting banks for kingfishers, 
wetland habitats for grey 
herons and two otter holts. 

The habitats are being 
designed to ensure they are 
not effected by the thousands 
of people who will visit the 
Olympic Park during the 
Games.

Keep on moving 

MOVES are afoot to co-ordinate 
road works and end 
unnecessary disruption 
across the Capital. 

Transport for London 
(TfL) is consulting 
with 1 8 boroughs 
on a new permit scheme to' 
ensure work is carried out as quickly as possible, an 
at the same time as other necessary repairs in the area. 
More than 500 organisations will be given the opportunity 
to feed back on the proposals before an application is 
submitted to the Department for Transport for approval - 
with the scheme due to start by late 2009 at the earliest. 

It is estimated there are around one million holes dug in 
London’s roads each year, with little or no regulation. 
David Brown, Managing Director of Surface Transport at 
TfL, said: “This scheme will help to bring an end to the 
situation where the same stretch of road is dug up 
repeatedly by different companies.”

No such thing 
as a free ride 

NEARLY 40 fare jumpers 
were fined and 1 1 
reported for prosecution 
in an operation on buses 
in Dalston last month. 
London Bus inspectors 
and police checked 1,100 
passengers, targeting routes passing the junction of 
Middleton Road and Kingsland Road. 

From 1 1 January, TfL’s penalty for fare dodging rose to £50 
to deter people from trying to get a free ride. 

Ed Potter from TfL said: “Fare evaders on our buses cost 


Londoners in the region of £30million in 2008. This money 
could and should be used to further improve the service 
and we urge all bus passengers to have a valid ticket or 
ensure they have validated their pay-as-you-go Oyster 
card to travel.” 


Look twice 

A CAMPAIGN to reduce the number of motorcyclists killed 
or injured in London has been launched by Transport for 
London (TfL). As the weather improves and thousands 
return to commuting by bike, car drivers are being 
reminded to ‘give motorcyclists a second thought’ in TV 
and radio adverts. 

One hundred and seventy two motorcyclists were injured 
on Hackney’s roads in 2007, and TfL is asking motorists to 
ensure they take that all-important second look before 
doing any manoeuvres around bikers. 

Chris Lines, Head of TfL’s London Road Safety Unit, said: 
“Motorcyclists are amongst the most vulnerable of 
London’s road users. In 2007, there were 4,856 collisions 
in Greater London involving powered two-wheelers. 944 
resulted in a death or serious injury.”

Big book boost for Brook 


CRIMESTOPPERS, the independent 
charity that helps to solve crimes, is 
urging Hackney teens to use their 
mobiles to tackle knife crime. 

The charity has set up a dedicated 
anonymous text hotline in 1 1 areas of 
England and Wales, which have been 
identified as knife crime hotspots. 

It’s targeting secondary 
schoolchildren and encouraging them 
to text information about anyone they 
know who is carrying a knife. Once the 
text is sent, it arrives at Crimestoppers 
through special software, which means it 
cannot be traced. The information is then 
passed on to police. 

Hannah Daws from Crimestoppers 
said: “We only need a few key details 
about the person carrying the knife, like 
their name, school, year and the area they 
live in.” 

Lord Ashcroft, founder and Chairman 
of Crimestoppers, added: “The huge 
popularity of texting, especially amongst 


young 

people, has given us a 
valuable opportunity to engage with 
school students in a quick and easy way, 
whilst maintaining their anonymity. A 
simple text could help save a life in the 
future.”

THE English Touring Opera are renowned for 
producing cutting edge performances on a 
shoestring budget, and what this production may 
have lacked in expensive pyrotechnics, it more 
than made up for in imaginative use of scenery, 
props and atmospheric lighting. 

The stage was struck in midnight blue, and 
consisted of four tiers building to a rostrum, 
referencing the symbolism of the Masonic Trials, 
which were a major influence on Mozart during 
the composition of this opera. 

Although the stage area at the Empire is limited, 
an intelligent use of the space and tongue-in- 


cheek props and costumes gave the production 
an intimate and engaging rather than cramped 
feel. Particular mention should be given to the 
lighting, which was understated yet effective 
throughout. 

On to the music: the vocal and orchestral 
ensembles were well balanced and crisply 
articulated as Mozart demands. The Magic Flute 
presents a stern test of the upper limits of the 
soprano voice in the Queen of the Night’s aria 
(Laure Meloy), and makes similar demands of 
the lower range of Sarastro’s (Andrew Slater) 
bass. Both trials were successfully passed. 
Mozart’s darkly comic tale of the trials of love 
and the battle between night and day was 
presented with panache and will have enchanted 
both traditionalists and those of a more post- 
modern persuasion.

PREVIEW

The Rosemary Branch Theatre, N1 , 

12 March 

BREAKFAST becomes far more complicated 
than it should when Emma Bovary lets the 
conversation unravel to expose her hidden past 
to a devoted and, for 1 5 years, blissfully 
unaware husband. 

Unhappy with her lot as a country doctor’s wife, 
Jane Slavin as Emma convincingly 
demonstrates the heroine’s apparently 
irresistible ability to lure men, her main tool to 
better her life and move further up the social 
scale. 

Hysterical and delusional, we see the 
devastating effect on her husband who goes 
from resilient and doting, to broken and full of 
hatred, as she lavishes upon him the full details 
of her infidelities. Unstoppable, she creates a 
path of destruction through her words. The 
audience soon learns this reflects both the 
irreparable state of their finances, due to 
Emma’s fanciful expenditures on her lovers, 
and now their marriage. 


Her memories are artfully and instantly 
recreated by clever acoustics and magical 
acting, guided by the dynamic direction of 
Helen Tennison. 

From society balls, to operas and cosy evenings 
around the fire, the set remains a kitchen, 
whilst the audience is taken somewhere 
completely different, through sounds like 
crackling fires and roaring winds. 

The unexpected arrival and departure of other 
actors via the fireplace and through kitchen 
cupboards, compounds a fantastic surreality. 
This imaginative use of set and actors really 
heightens the production, making it stand out. 
Author Fay Weldon’s adaptation of Flaubert’s 
1 857 novel Madame Bovary sympathises with 
Emma's desperate search for life, and the type 
of love that doesn’t last. It’s weakness is some 
cliched repeated observations and insights, but 
overall the play captures the imagination and 
entertains with its depiction of love.

H omerton hospital 
has been given the 
all clear after an 
inspection raised 
concerns about infection 
control practices. 

Despite having a good 
record on protecting 
patients from MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile, the 
two most rampant 
superbugs, the Healthcare 
Commission issued an 
improvement notice, 
fearing Homerton’s systems 
were not sound enough to 
prevent a potentially 
serious hygiene lapse. 

The move came after a 
two day spot check by 
inspectors last November 
which found dirty bed pans 
and commodes marked 
ready for use. They also felt 
not enough had been done 
to improve low attendance 
for mandatory infection 
control training. 

The hospital moved 
swiftly to tackle the issues 
raised by the Commission 
however, and the 
improvement notice was 
lifted last month.

Pauline Brown, the 
hospital’s Chief Nurse, said: 
“In our plan of action, we 


set ourselves a target of 
gaining an all clear by the 
end of February, and we are 
pleased to have achieved 
that aim, thanks to hard 
work by staff throughout 
the organisation.” 

Inspectors visited the 
hospital last month to check 
if all of the actions they 
asked for had been taken. 
The Commission said it was 
satisfied Homerton had 
reviewed its processes for 
decontamination of reusable 
equipment; improved 
monitoring and reporting of 


hygiene issues; provided 
additional training for staff; 
and reviewed its hygiene 
audit programme. 

The Chief Nurse added: 
“We will not be complacent 
and will ensure that we 
maintain the highest 
standards of cleanliness for 
our patients. Homerton 
hospital is a clean hospital 
with some of the best figures 
for the control of MRSA and 
C.diff in London thanks to 
the continued efforts of our 
staff. We are determined to 
continue to be the best.” 


Leading the field 


A NEW centre for 
excellence in mental health 
nursing is set to be created 
in East London.

ACKNEY enjoys a 
long-standing and 
important place in 
theatre history. 

It was in Shoreditch, near 
what is now Curtain Road, 
that actor/manager James 
Burbage erected the very 
first purpose-built playhouse 
in 1576, a venue that gave its 
name to all that followed: 
The Theatre. 

It was here and at its later 
neighbour, The Curtain, that 
a young William 
Shakespeare trod the boards 
as an actor and saw his own 
plays come to life including, 
it is believed, the premiere of 
‘Romeo and Juliet’. 

Playhouses initially found 
a safe haven in Shoreditch, 
where they were beyond the 
reach of City authorities, 
which regarded them as a 
hotbed of vice and 
immorality and a threat to 
the Protestant religion. 

But eventually Puritanical 
disapproval caught up with 
the suburbs, and in 1647 all 


playhouses were ordered to 
be pulled down, actors 
seized and whipped, and 
theatre-goers fined five 
shillings. 

Theatre became mainly 
confined to the court of 
successive monarchs, with 
spectacular masques that 
would eventually develop 
into pantomime. 


became popular. The most 
famous in Hackney being 
the Eagle Tavern with its 
adjacent Grecian Saloon, in 
Shepherdess Walk, 
Shoreditch. 

The variety of acts and 
comic songs from pleasure 
gardens and pantomimes 
influenced the development 


By the 1 8th century 
however, ordinary people 
were enjoying increasing 
wealth and leisure time and 
wanted their own version of 
the aristocracy’s lavish 
entertainments. Pleasure 
gardens with music, 
fountains, fireworks, balloon 
ascents and acrobatics 


of theatre and gave birth to 
music hall. One of its great 
venues was the Britannia 
Theatre, which opened in 
1841 at 115-117 Hoxton 
Street. It became equally well 
known for its performances 
of Shakespeare and classical 
drama, and was so popular 
that even though the theatre 


could only seat 3,200 
people, audiences often far 
outnumbered that, with a 
record attendance reputed to 
be 4,790. (The Britannia 
later became a Gaumont 
cinema, but was badly bomb 
damaged in 1940 and 
subsequently demolished.) 

Shows in the nearby 
Standard Theatre, which 
opened at 2-4 Shoreditch 
High Street in 1837 were 
said to rival those of the 
West End, one spectacle 
offering ‘real rain, a real 
flood and a real balloon’. 

The Hackney Empire 
opened on Mare Street in 
1901, a wonder of its time 
with central heating, electric 
light, and even a small 
projection box. 

Between the two world 
wars the Empire produced 
burlesque, variety and 
pantomime shows, and after 
the Second World War many 
radio stars came to Hackney 
to perform there. This 
relationship with new media 
continued in the 1950s when 
the Empire became Britain’s 


first commercial 
television studio. After a 
time as a bingo hall, the 
Empire was rescued and 
restored in the 1980s and 
today enjoys a reputation for 
offering a varied bill catering 
for diverse audiences. 

Theatre often utilises 
unusual spaces and in 2000 
a deserted clothing factory in 
Dalston was transformed 
into a vibrant new arts space 
- the Areola theatre - now as 
highly regarded for its youth 
and community work as it is 
for its productions. 

Another old building 
recently given a new lease of 
life is the former Passmore 
Edwards Library in Pitfield 
Street, Nl, which is now 


home to the Courtyard 
Theatre; and what was once 
stabling for tram-horses in 
Kingsland Road, E8, has 
recently been announced as 
the new home of the 
disability-led Graeae Theatre 
Company. 

There are also plans for a 
130-seat theatre to be built 
in Shoreditch as a home for 
the Tower Theatre Company 
to showcase the best of 
London’s non-professional 
acting talent. 

‘The wheel is come full 
circle’ Shakespeare would no 
doubt have said had he 
known, for the proposed site 
is none other than where 
The Theatre itself once 
stood.

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Water House - an eco-friendly 
restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. Head Chef, Ben Spice, has chosen a 
Mediterranean inspired dish. He explained: “Until I was nine I spent most days in the Med, 
hanging out with my friends Shawan, Bazan and Shireen, before popping back to 
Streatham in sunny south London for the evening. Fortunately for my youthful carbon 
footprint, the Med was only as far away as the next flat in my block, home to my ‘Auntie’ 
Madiha, the mother of my friends and neighbours. 

“During a recent visit to the Water House by Haggerston Girls School, I was asked by a 
pupil when I first decided to become a chef. Although my parents taught me to love 
cooking, it was Madiha’s house that made me understand that a table full of food, 
combined with good company, was the greatest thing you could give anybody. 

“We would sit for hours refilling steaming plates of tagine from the hob, waiting for bstilla 
from the frier, or dolmadis to come off Madiha’s nimble fingered production line. 

“Many of the dishes I ate in Madiha’s kitchen stay with me to this day and you’ll see them 
on the Water House menu in the months to come. You’ll have to find your own recipes for 
good company though.” 


Mutton Tagine 

Serves 6 


Preparation time 

1 5 mins 

Cooking time ^ N 

3 hours W W 


Ingredients 

• 3 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 

• 1 ,5kg mutton neck fillet cut into large chunks 

• 1 large onion chopped 

• 4 cloves garlic crushed 

•3 large carrots peeled and grated 

• 1 tsp ground ginger 

• 2 tsp ground coriander 
•2 tsp ground cumin 

• 1 tsp saffron threads 

• zest and juice of 1 orange 

• peel of 1 preserved lemon 

• 1 kg new potatoes cut into bite-size pieces 

• 20 green olives 

•2 tbsp chopped coriander 

• 2tbsp chopped flat leaf parsley 


Method 

• You will need an oven-proof casserole dish or 
tagine 

• Heat oven to 1 40 degrees C 

• Heat the oil in a thick based pan large enough 
for the meat to spread out across the bottom. 
Put in the mutton, it should sizzle pleasantly 

• When the meat is browned lightly all over, put 
in the onion, garlic and carrot and stir for a 
minute or two 

• Then add the spices and saffron. Let the 
flavours sweat out for a minute, then add the 
orange juice and cover with water so that just a 
little meat sits above the water level 

• Simmer gently for about 1 hour with a lid on 
the pot, then add the potatoes and place in the 
oven for a further 2 hours 

• The sauce should have thickened a little, if 
necessary reduce without the lid until you have 
the desired consistency 

• When ready to serve, add the orange zest, 
preserved lemon peel, olives and herbs 


Water House is a social enterprise, owned by 
the Shoreditch Trust. Profits go back into a 
regeneration programme for the local area. 
Water House is currently providing a 
lunchbox service and operating as a private 
event facility, while heating and cooling 
systems using water from the Regent’s Canal 
are installed. The restaurant is due to be 
relaunched in April with an inexpensive, 


fresh, seasonal and ethical menu aimed at 
the local community, as well as providing an 
on site conferencing facility.
